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Sudden impact 

A lorry overturned in a crash on Wednesday 
morning on Reigate Road in Epsom Downs. 

Fire crews from Epsom and Banstead 
were called to the crash at about 9.30am. 

Surrey Fire and Rescue said no one was 
injured. 

Gill Walker, 57, said the lorry turned over 
when it became overbalanced as workers 
were unloading it. 

Mrs Walker, who is a receptionist at Ep¬ 
som Audi in Reigate Road, said: “They are 
doing some building work at a house on the 
corner and something must have overbal¬ 
anced when they were getting stuff out of 
the lorry. The police have put cones down 
there and there are still people in hi-vis 
vests, but everything is moving as normal 
apart from the lorry leaning on the fence. 

“It was dealt with very quickly. There 
were no ambulances so I assume no one was 
hurt.” 

A Banstead fire crew spokesman con¬ 
firmed no one was hurt, although damage 
was done to a street light and scaffolding on 
a nearby house. 

He said: “Why it happened is still un¬

Councils making thousands of pounds selling on personal information

EPSOM and Ewell and Mole Valley 
councils made more than £9,000 
and £7,000, respectively, from sell¬ 
ing residents’ names, address and 
telephone numbers to private 
companies over the last five years 
- but they argue they have no 
choice. 

Open register data - which is 
an extract from the electoral reg¬ 
ister - includes residents’ names, 
addresses and telephone numbers, 
and can be bought from councils 


by anyone. A Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request found Epsom 
and Ewell Council made £9,219 
between 2011 and 2015 selling 
residents’ information to credit 
agencies Experian, Crediva, Call 
Credit and Equifax the same time 
period Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil made £7,902. 

But a council spokesman said 
the council had a legal obliga¬ 
tion to provide this information 
- and prices are set by central 
Government. 

The Local Government Associ¬ 
ation (LGA) - which represents 
councils in England and Wales - 
called for this forced sale of data 
to stop, saying it is “unhealthy 


for democracy”. 

Chairman of the LGA’s im¬ 
provement board, Councillor 
Peter Fleming, said: “Councils 
resent having to pass the elector¬ 
al roll onto direct marketing com¬ 
panies. 

“It demeans our democracy for 
voters’ details to be sold off as 
a tool to help direct marketing 
firms make money. 

The existence of this second 
version of the electoral roll 
breeds confusion and mistrust.” 

Epsom Council said it is pos¬ 
sible to opt out of appearing on 
the open register, and the council 
has highlighted this to residents, 
yet 28 million people across the 


country still appear on it. 

It said: “Most people dislike 
junk mail and cold calling and to 
ensure that residents and voters 
can make an informed choice the 
council highlights in communica¬ 
tions.” 

Mole Valley district council 
said it was the registration of¬ 
ficer - in its case chief executive 
Yvonne Rees - who was respon¬ 
sible for the sale of electoral roll 
data. 

However, it said even though 
it was under no statutory ob¬ 
ligation, it released the infor¬ 
mation to the Epsom Guardian 
“in the spirit of openness and 
transparency”.

Council say nothing can be done to increase safety until June despite series of near misses 

Parents fear child will die before 
improvements are made to roads

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WORRIED parents have warned a 
child will die soon if changes are not 
made to the ‘dangerous’ roads near 
three Stoneleigh primary schools, 
but Surrey County Council (SCC) has 
said nothing can be done until June 
at the earliest. 

Louise Moore, from Poole Road, 
Epsom, said she was very frightened 
there would be a fatality after a num¬ 
ber of near misses near Mead Infant 
School, Auriol Junior School and 
Cuddington Community Primary 
School in the last year. 

Mrs Moore, joined by mums Rosh- 
ni Shah and Fiona Rayner, called for 
more prominent speed markings, 
more speed bumps and a lollipop lady 
funded by the council. 

A lollipop lady has been approved 
by SCC, but this would currently 



have to come out of the schools’ 
budgets. 

Mrs Moore said: “We get cars and 
heavy goods vehicles speeding down 
there twice a day, every day and it’s 
so dangerous for kids, parents and 
pets. 

“On Monday I almost hit a child 
with my car - but I stopped luckily 
because I was only doing 20 miles per 
hour, and a few months before that 
I saw a near miss. And before that a 
dog got run over. 

“If something isn’t done soon I just 
know a child is going to get knocked 
down and possibly die - there have 
just been too many near misses.” 

But Councillor Eber Kington, who 
chaired a SCC local committee meet¬ 
ing on Monday where the issue was 
discussed, said nothing could be done 
before the next meeting in June apart 
from compiling reports. 

Cllr Kington said: “There needs 
to be a safety assessment compiled 
by numerous organisations - the po¬ 
lice, an engineer and a 
sustainable transport 
officer - before we can 
do something. 

“I’m not sure when 
this report will be 
finished, but we will 
only be able to discuss 
measures at the next 
local committee meet¬ 
ing, which is in June.” 

Mrs Moore respond¬ 
ed by saying a child 
could be dead by June. 

Mrs Shah, who lives 
on Vale Road in Stone- 
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Parents on Vale Road, Stoneleigh to call for road safety before a child dies 


leigh, said the council needs to dis¬ 
courage motorists, including lorry 
drivers, from using the roads as a 
cut-through for the A3 bypass. 

After the meeting Cllr Kington 
insisted SCC does want to improve 
road safety but it has been lobbied by 
parents from every school in Epsom. 

Last month a three-year-old girl 
suffered head injuries when she was 


hit by a minibus outside Southfield 
Park Primary School in Long Grove 
Road, a ten-minute drive from Vale 
Road. 

He said: “With all these parents 
their children are the very most im¬ 
portant thing to them in the world 
and they all want the best for them. 

“Unfortunately money is tight and 
we can’t do everything right away.”

Prison turning son into 'nut-case’ 
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CRAIG RICHARD 
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PRISONERS are crammed 
in two to a cell, eating out of 
date food and are locked up 
for 22 hours a day, according 
to the worried father of a 
young inmate. 

The father, who wished to 
remain anonymous, fears 
prisoners at High Down 
spending too much time be¬ 
hind bars will not be suffi¬ 
ciently rehabilitated, and 
that his son is being turned 
into a ‘nut-case’. 

His 23-year-old son has 
spent three-and-a-half years 


in prisons - including time at 
Portland and Ford - but has 
never complained about the 
conditions elsewhere. 

He was sentenced to seven 
years in prison after being 
convicted of causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm with intent 
- a charge he pleaded not 
guilty to at the time, and of 
which he maintains his inno¬ 
cence. 

His father said: “My son is 
very strong. You’ve got to be 
to deal with prison, but he 
keeps telling me he’s coming 
to the end of his tether. 

“They are banged up for 22 
hours a day, two in a cell with 
a bunk bed, with a toilet, eat¬ 
ing and drinking in the same 


place. They are keeping him 
locked up and turning him 
into a nut-case. 

“You can understand why 
there are so many suicides 
and so many mental health 
issues in prison.” 

Ministry of Justice figures 
released last month, showed 
four prisoners took their 
lives in High Down Prison 
last year. 

The figures state that na¬ 
tionwide, 89 prisoners com¬ 
mitted suicide in 2015. 

The prison is designed to 
hold 999 prisoners but has 
an operational capacity - 
defined by Her Majesty’s 
Inspectorate of Prisons’ 
(HMIP) as ‘the total number 


of prisoners that an estab¬ 
lishment can hold without 
serious risk to good order, 
security and the proper run¬ 
ning of the planned regime’ 
-of 1,163. 

At the end of January, High 
Down held 1,136 prisoners. A 
spokesman for the Howard 
League for Penal Reform de¬ 
scribed the prison as ‘114 per 
cent overcrowded’. 

A prison service spokes¬ 
person said: “High Down 
Prison is safely and secure¬ 
ly run and works to ensure 
prisoners can turn their lives 
around so they do not reof¬ 
fend.”

Demand for secondary school places increases to 11,132 


MORE than 600 pupils found 
out they will attend their first 
choice secondary school in 
Epsom and Ewell this week. 

But 1,725 pupils across Sur¬ 
rey missed out on their first 
choices, as demand for places 
grew. 

Secondary school ‘nation¬ 
al offer day’ was on Tuesday, 
March 1, and the number of 
Surrey applicants topped 
11,000 for the first time. 

11,132 pupils across the 
county listed six secondary 


school choices in order of 
preference this year - up 
from 10,929 last year. 

A total of 84.5 per cent 
of Surrey applicants were 
awarded their first choice 
of secondary school, while 
94.6 per cent of pupils were 
offered one of their top three 
preferences. 

In Epsom and Ewell, 683 
students received their first 
choice and 96 their second 
or third choices at Blenheim 
High School, Epsom and Ew¬ 


ell High School, Glyn School 
and Rosebery School. 

In Leatherhead, 299 stu¬ 
dents received their first 
choices and 50 their second 
or third choices at St An¬ 
drew’s Catholic Secondary 
School and Therfield School. 

And in Banstead, 198 stu¬ 
dents received their first 
choices and 37 their second 
or third choices at The Bea¬ 
con School. 

Councillor Linda Kemeny, 
Surrey County Council’s 


Cabinet Member for Schools, 
Skills and Educational 
Achievement, said: “With 96 
per cent now rated good or 
outstanding by Ofsted, Sur¬ 
rey secondary schools are 
increasingly popular and we 
make every effort to provide 
extra places where they are 
most wanted. 

“But applications to prima¬ 
ry schools have been rising 
steadily and these pupils are 
beginning to transfer to sec¬ 
ondary schools so demand 


for secondary places in many 
parts of the county will con¬ 
tinue to grow strongly in fu¬ 
ture. 

“We need to create more 
than 11,000 extra school plac¬ 
es over the next five years. 

“But it is becoming harder 
to pay for the places we need 
because demand is not being 
matched by extra funding 
from the Government, leav¬ 
ing us with a shortfall of 
£30million in each of the next 
two years alone.” 


Residents’ 
views on 
hospitals 

SURREY Downs Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) 
has spoken to more than 
1,000 people in four weeks as 
part of a public consultation 
on the future of community 
hospitals. 

The CCG has outlined four 
options for the merger of 
services at Molesey, Cobham, 
New Epsom and Ewell, 
Leatherhead and Dorking 
community hospitals. 

A public consultation on 
cost-savings measures and 
other service changes was 
launched on January 28, and 
has seen representatives 
from Surrey Downs CCG 
explain available options to 
residents in Leatherhead, 
Molesey, Epsom and Cobham. 

Under all four proposed 
options Leatherhead would 
become a planned care 
centre, which the CCG said 
would mean a wider range of 
services. 

Surrey Downs CCG said 
under all four options 
there would still be the 
same number of inpatient 
rehabilitation beds across 
the Surrey Downs area. 

The consultation is 
running for 14 weeks and 
ends on Thursday, May 5. 


Nine 'serious incidents' recorded at 
hospital before Adam Withers' fall 


IN THE two years before a vulnerable 20-year-old 
mental health patient at Epsom Hospital fell to 
his death from a 130-foot chimney there were nine 
‘serious incidents’, with one resulting in an unex¬ 
pected death. 

Adam Withers, from Orchard Gardens, Epsom, 
died after walking out of a courtyard and climb¬ 
ing a ladder attached to a chimney tower in the 
hospital’s grounds on May 9,2014. 

He was being treated for an acute psychotic 
illness at the Hospital’s Elgar ward. 

Systemic failures of both Surrey and Borders 
Partnership NHS Trust and Epsom and St Heli- 
er University Hospitals Trust contributed to his 
death, an inquest found in January. 

In the previous two years there were nine se¬ 
rious incidents in the mental health wing, six of 
which were absent without leaves, one of which 
led to a patient’s unexpected death, the Epsom 
Guardian can reveal. 

Another of these resulted in deliberate self- 
harm - with the further three relating to an alle¬ 
gation of abuse, the admission of someone under 
18 and an inpatient developing a pressure sore. 

Serious incidents are defined by NHS England 
as events in health care where the consequences 
to patients and families are so great as to warrant 
a comprehensive response. 

NHS England said: “The occurrence of a seri¬ 
ous incident demonstrates weaknesses in a sys¬ 
tem or process that need to be addressed to pre¬ 
vent future incidents leading to avoidable death or 
serious harm.” 

Surrey and Borders Trust said since Mr With¬ 
ers’ death it had made changes to reduce the risk 
of patients absconding, including closing the 
courtyard from which Mr Withers escaped. 

At the inquest Mr Withers’ mother, Michelle 
Withers, said the changes the trust had made 
since his death would only ever be as good as the 
people whose job it is to care for people like Adam. 

She said: “Knowing his death was avoidable 
makes it all the more distressing. 

“We thought Adam was in a place of safety” 

Speaking at the inquest in January, one of the 
nurses on duty on the hospital’s Elgar Ward told a

jury she was helpless to stop him escaping. 

There were two nurses on duty, as well as a num¬ 
ber of healthcare assistants covering three wards. 

Nurse Tina Jafo said she remembers at the time 
of the incident - during supper time - all other 
nurses and healthcare assistants were either look¬ 
ing after patients in the servery or in one-on-one 
consultations. 

Mrs Jafo said she was watching Mr Withers and 
his mother, Michelle - who was visiting - speak¬ 
ing in the courtyard before he began to climb onto 
a conservatory roof.

Tots celebrate Book Day 
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SURREY Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) Kevin 
Hurley has defended his 
Conservative election rival 
after he was caught speed¬ 
ing, saying ‘none of us are 
perfect’. 

Conservative councillor 
and PCC candidate David 
Munro was caught going 38 
miles per hour in the 30 miles 
per hour zone in Reigate Hill 
on January 4, for which he 
had to complete four hours 
of speed awareness training 
and pay £100. 

Cllr Munro, who has been 
a councillor for Farnham 
South since 1997, said he ‘ab¬ 
solutely regretted’ speeding 
but said he would not ‘beat 
himself up over it’. 

He said: “There are more 
serious offences - I simply 
took my eyes off the road. 

“I would never condone 
speeding but it’s easily done 
- but I am grateful it didn’t 
result in an accident. 


“I can’t prevent people 
thinking this looks bad for 
a prospective PCC but I’ve 
always been open and honest 
about it and I hope people ap¬ 
preciate that.” 

Despite facing Cllr Munro 
in May’s election, Mr Hurley 
shrugged it off as a ‘non-is¬ 
sue’, saying ‘we’ve all most 
likely done it before’. 

Mr Hurley said: “I would 
say that he who is without 


sin should cast the first stone 
- none of us are perfect, are 
we? 

“You can’t tell me you defi¬ 
nitely won’t go over the speed 
limit on your way home from 
work - sometimes people 
just lose concentration.” 

He added: “It would have 
been different if he was do¬ 
ing 70 miles per hour but 
I suppose this serves as a 
timely reminder for us all to 


pay a bit more attention.” 

Mr Hurley also said he had 
not heard about Cllr Mun- 
ro’s speeding earlier because 
he does not pay attention to 
other candidates, such is his 
confidence in a victory on 
May 5. 

Mr Hurley is one of the 
only PCCs to have increased 
the number of officers in 
his force in the face of wide¬ 
spread cuts. 

However, Mr Hurley has 
been criticised recently fol¬ 
lowing reports which said 
Surrey Police’s care of vul¬ 
nerable people - especially 
abused children - was inad¬ 
equate. 

This prompted Mr Hurley 
to say he would have sacked 
former chief constable 
Lynne Owens in response, 
had she not been appoint¬ 
ed National Crime Agency 
head. 

The full list of candidates 
for the PCC elections on May 
5 will not be announced until 
Thursday, March 24. 

Mr Hurley and Mr Munro 
have thrown their hats into 
the ring.

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VULNERABLE women with 
learning disabilities were 
found to be at risk of choking 
at an Epsom care home dur¬ 
ing an inspection carried out 
in December. 

Derby House in Hook Road, 
Epsom, was said to require 
improvement in the five cat¬ 
egories on which it was as¬ 
sessed by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC). 

These were safety, effec¬ 
tiveness, care, responsive¬ 
ness and leadership. 

The care home provides 
personal care and accommo¬ 
dation for eight women with 
learning difficulties. This in¬ 
cludes autism or behavioural 
difficulties. 

Jo Young, director of quali¬ 
ty and nursing at Surrey and 
Borders Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust, which 
runs Derby House, said: “In 
response to the recommen¬ 
dations made in the report, 
we will be increasing our 
staff training to develop 
person-centred approaches

to care. All individual staff 
training requirements have 
already been identified and 
weekly activity plans will be 
included to ensure people are 
able to participate in a range 
of activities within the home, 
as well as out in the commu¬ 
nity.” 

During an inspection car¬ 
ried out on December 2, CQC 
staff found carers did not sit 
with patients as they ate and 
did not encourage them to eat 
their meals slowly. 

On the day of the inspec¬ 
tion, CQC staff saw one per¬ 
son start to choke whilst eat¬ 
ing some fruit. 


The report, published on 
February 15, 2016, describes 
how staff did not always treat 
people with respect or treat 
them in a caring way. 

After a patient became 
agitated, inspectors heard a 
member of staff at the care 
home say to them: “Enough, 
otherwise you will go into 
the other room and you won’t 
come back.” 

But they also saw staff 
comfort one person when 
they became upset. 

CQC staff also found that 
patients enjoyed visits to 
Gallwey - the day centre next 
door - but would become 
bored once they returned to 
the care home. 

One member of staff told 
inspectors: “The minute they 
walk in (to the home) it’s 
boredom.” 

One relative of a patient 
told the CQC: “We’ve been 
very happy with the care she 
receives.” 

Ms Young added: “We have 
been working hard to support 
Derby House in improving its 
quality of service, and there 
are some highlighted areas 
that we will include in our 
Quality Improvement Plan.”

Wrong legal test for recklessness applied, says High Court 

Zoo keeper cleared of 
glassing her love rival

A former zoo keeper from Ban- 
stead who had been found guilty 
of glassing her colleague and 
love rival at a London Zoo work 
Christmas party has had her 
conviction overturned by the 
High Court. 

Caroline Westlake, 30, of 
Salisbury Road, Banstead, had 
been convicted of “recklessly 
but not intentionally” causing a 
lcm wound to Kate Sanders after 
she criticised her looks. 

But High Court judges over¬ 
turned her assault conviction on 
Tuesday, February 23, after Lord 
Justice Laws and Justice Nichol 
ruled magistrates had applied 
the wrong legal test for “reck¬ 
lessness”. 

The fight with victim Kate 
Sanders, a monkey handler at 
the Regent’s Park zoo, was un¬ 
derstood to be over the affections 
of a third zoo worker Adam 
Davies. 

Ms Westlake, a meerkat expert 
at London zoo, denied a charge 
of assault by beating, but was

found guilty at Westminster 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday, 
September 25. 

Ms Westlake’s legal represent¬ 
ative, Suzanne Kelly, said: “This 
has been a very traumatic time 
for Ms Westlake and her family, 
both during the events leading 
up to and following her wrongful 
conviction for assault by beating 
Ms Kate Sanders. 

“Ms Westlake would like to 


thank those that sent messages 
of support to her which have 
been a source of strength and 
encouragement for her, and also 
expresses her thanks to her ex¬ 
cellent legal team for their dil¬ 
igence and perseverance in ob¬ 
taining justice for her. 

“Justice has now been served 
and Ms Westlake would now ap¬ 
preciate the opportunity to put 
this matter behind her.”

A WORCESTER Park paint¬ 
er inspired by the beauty of 
sunsets and the convenience 
of finger-painting held an ex¬ 
hibition in Ewell.

He said: “One thing I hate 
at exhibitions is an artist 
or gallery owner who just 
sits there, watching you go 
around.

If people 
come over to you it is a good 
opportunity to have a chat 
with them.

A CHESSINGTON couple 
have spoken of their devas¬ 
tating loss after both their 
baby daughters died within 
two years. 

Jodie MeAtamney-Green¬ 
wood, 24, of Shelby Close, 
Chessington, was due to give 
birth to her first daughter Se¬ 
renity in April 2014, but the 
baby was stillborn when Mrs 
Me Atamney-Greenwood was 
38 weeks pregnant. 

A year-and-a-half later, 
her second daughter Trinity 
died unexpectedly at just five 
months old. 

Husband Matthew, 33, said: 
“My wife was in pretty much 
every week for scans. 

“She seemed to kind of 
defy the odds and continue to 
grow and develop. 

“It took both her and my¬ 
self quite a while to come to 
terms with what happened.” 

Twenty weeks into her 
second pregnancy, Mrs 
Me Atamney-Greenwood’s 
child was diagnosed with a 
heart defect, causing her to

be transferred in and out of 
Kingston Hospital through¬ 
out. 

Despite this, Trinity was 
born in March 2015, but while 
the family was holidaying in 
Wales she suffered a cardiac 
arrest and died at just five 
months old. 

Mrs Me Atamney-Green¬ 
wood said: “When you’re 
there in a room being told 
your child is gone, that is all 
you can think about. 

“Everything else just goes 
in one ear and out the other.” 

The couple, who have been 
married for two-and-a-half 
years, have since set up the 


Pink Mile charity, which 
aims to offer support to new¬ 
ly bereaved families. 

The charity also aims to 
fundraise for cuddle cots for 
hospitals, a refrigerated bas¬ 
sinet which allows parents to 
stay with their baby before 
they are taken to the morgue. 

After Serenity’s death the 
couple spent two days with 
her while she was kept in one 
of the cots. 

Mr McAtamney-Green- 
wood added: “It was one of 
the best things we could have 
done to spend that time [with 
her]. 

“Parents can actually 
spend time with and essen¬ 
tially have cuddles with their 
babies. 

“At the moment most 
hospitals only have one if 
they’ve been donated.” 

The charity will host a fam¬ 
ily fun day on Saturday, April 
2 at the Hook and Southbor- 
ough Parish Hall, in Hook 
Road, Chessington from 3pm 
to 7pm.

NINETY potentially dangerous 
hoverboards were destroyed to 
prevent them from exploding 
without warning and harming 
people this month. 

Surrey County Council Trad¬ 
ing Standards officers inter¬ 
cepted a batch of hoverboards 
- worth £7,500 - imported from 
Hong Kong via Heathrow and 
sent them for testing against 
electrical standards. 

It was feared the hoverboards 
could spontaneously explode af¬ 
ter they were found to have de¬ 
fective battery packs. 

During the destruction pro¬ 
cess at a recycling plant in 
Spelthorne on Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 16, some of the hoverboards 
caught fire and had to be doused 
with a powder-based fire extin¬ 
guisher - highlighting the threat 
they posed. 

Richard Walsh, Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council’s cabinet member 
for localities and community 
well-being, said: “Our focus is 
on protecting consumers and 
the swift actions of our trading 
standards officers have prevent¬ 


ed a large consignment of poten¬ 
tially dangerous products ever 
going on sale.” 

A further haul of 50 hover¬ 
boards, also brought in through 
Heathrow, has been impounded 
by trading standards officers 
while investigations continue. 


In December, Epsom boy Lewi 
Grice, 12, saw a hoverboard he 
received as an early Christmas 
present explode.

Celebrity chef James Martin is 
getting out of the kitchen and 
heading out on the road for a live 
show that is unlike anything he has 
| ever done before. 

Having spent more than 25 years 
I working in top kitchens and marking 
I his 20th on the television in 2016, 
I James has decided to go on tour with 
I James Martin: Plates, Mates and 
] Automobiles. 

Tackling more than just great food, 
I the show encompasses everything 
| James is passionate about. 

He told us: "We have put together 
I this action-packed fun show: food 
| meets cars meets mates. 

"There's a bit of everything. It will 
I surprise a lot of people. It's not a 
cooking demo. There is food in it, of 
course, but there is a bit of 
something for everybody. I wanted it 
| to be a great night out." 

James, 43, said he was first 
I approached to do a live tour 15 years 
ago and has always said no to the 
idea. He said: "Then I spent the last 
five years watching everyone else do 
them - the Hairy Bikers, Paul 
| Hollywood and Gino D'Acampo." 

For his own show, James was keen 
I to get the right team behind him 
and partnered up with Live Nation, 
who have organised 145,000 events 
worldwide and he embraced the 
blank slate he was faced with when 
putting the show together. 

He said: "We have come up with 
| something you've never seen before. 

I have got 50 of my mates taking 
I part. Everybody from current and 
ex-FI drivers to one of the greatest 
chefs in the world in Mary Berry." 

It is well-known that James is a 
I proud Yorkshireman but as a young 
chef he worked in some of the 
capital's top restaurants. He even 
had a spell at Marco Pierre White's 
two-Michelin starred Harvey's (now 
Chez Bruce) in Wandsworth, where 
| Gordon Ramsey cut his teeth. 

James said: "I spent most of my 
I time wandering around London 
thinking 'what the hell am I doing 
here? I'm from a farmhouse in north 
Yorkshire'. 


"There were only five restaurants 
where you had to work as a chef il 
you wanted to be mega or train with 
mega chefs, and in Wandsworth 
there was Harvey's. There wasn't 
anywhere else. Gordon Ramsey was 
still at Harvey's then." 

Not long after he left Wandsworth, 
James opened his first restaurant in 
Hampshire, aged just 22. 

A few months later he made his 
first television appearance and 
began a professional life juggling 
the restaurant business and TV that 
continues 20 years on. 

"I do remember my first appear¬ 
ance. It was on show called Sky One 
to Three, which was a live show in the 
afternoon. I cooked for Kylie 
Minogueon the first day and the Bee 
Gees on the second. It was surreal." 

The show may have been forgotten 
by history by James still remembers 
the nerves. He said: "I was proper 
bricking it. I'm bricking it every 
Saturday but I don't show it any 
more. 

"I went to the Rugby World Cup 
and you're in Twickenham and they 
go '80,000 people' and you look 
round and go 'that's a lot of people'. 

"Then I get the viewing figures for 
Saturday Kitchen and they say 3.2 
million. It puts it in perspective." 

Saturday Kitchen, which regularly 
attracts such massive figures with its 
combination of food and chat, was a 
cornerstone of James' success (he 
announced last week that he was 
leaving after a decade fronting the 
show) which also includes several 
television series and 16 cook books. 

The key to his success and longevi¬ 
ty, James said, is staying true to 
himself and not courting fame. 

He said: "I don't follow trends. All 
this sugar, salt thing -1 don't have an 
opinion on it. People can make their 
own choices. I just carry on and cook 
the food I like to cook and hopefully 
make it interesting for people to do 
at home."

The Red Lion, Sutton High Street - 

The Stones played here several times 
in the early 1960s. Now called The 
Winning Post, the pub hosted a gig by 
the band in 1963 that was attended 
by just 30 people, but one of 
them was a promoter who 
signed them up for their 
breakthrough residency at 
the Crawdaddy Club. 

The Crawdaddy Club (The 


Station Hotel), Richmond - The Rolling 
Stones made a name for themselves in the 
early 1960s with regular slots here. 

Eel Pie Island, Richmond - The legendary 
1960s venue hosted the biggest names in 
music, from Bowie to The Who. The Stones 
had a weekly show there by 1963. 

Cheyne Walk, Chelsea - With their career 
approaching its peak, Mick and Keith bought 
houses in the more exclusive Cheyne Walk. 

Sticky Fingers, Kensington - Bill Wyman's 
restaurant, a must-visit for Stones fans, 
named after the band's 1971 album. 
Hyde Park - Days after the death of 
founder-member Brian Jones in 1969, 
the Stones played an era-defining free 
concert in Hyde Park. They returned to 
the venue in 2013 as part of their 
50th anniversary celebrations.

disgruntled director (Ralph 
Fiennes), a beautiful actress 
who has fallen pregnant 
(Scarlett Johansson) and a 
mysterious tap-dancing actor 
(Channing Tatum) 

But more and more charac¬ 
ters are introduced (with a 
cast also including Jonah Hill, 
Frances McDormand and 
Dolph Lundgren), and though 
the makers set out to expert¬ 
ly weave their narratives as 
well as follow the central plot, 
the thread somewhat unrav¬ 
els, and we are left with a 
rather meandering tale. 

It is punctuated with know¬ 
ing satire and commanding 
performances, but little time 
is taken to invest in the char¬ 
acters and their problems. 
The Coens it seems, have fall¬ 
en for their typically brilliant 
bit-part characters, at the 
expense of their central hero, 
Josh Brolin's Eddie Mannix.

THIS week we heard of the 
recommendations from Sir Ste¬ 
phen Bubb stating the need for a 
learning disability commission¬ 
er to protect the rights of people 
with learning disabilities (LD). 

We also read in the Epsom 
Guardian of the recent report 
from HM Inspectorate of the 
Constabulary regarding the 
improvements needed within 
Surrey Police for the protection 
of vulnerable people (Surrey 
Police does not protect abused 
children and vulnerable peo¬ 
ple, say independent watchdog 
Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary, February 18). 


As a charity working at the 
grassroots with people with LD 
we handle many cases of abuse 
either verbal, financial, physical 
or sexual. 

Sadly unless many of these 
vulnerable men and women are 
supported, the barriers of com¬ 
munication, low self-esteem and 
and worrying about “being in 
trouble” prevent many of these 
cases being reported. 

Recently we welcomed the 
Surrey Police to our weekly 
social club to talk about the 
Pegasus Scheme - a means of 
support for those with learning 
disabilities who want to contact 


the police about any concerns or 
potential abuse. 

We welcome this initiative 
as well as the recognition both 
at local and national level that 
more support is needed to make 
services such as the police more 
accessible. 

But the responsibility doesn’t 
just lie with the statutory organ¬ 
isations, as it is through our own 
behaviour and attitude that will 
bring about the biggest change. 

Effective communities are 
those that celebrate diversity 
and recognise the strengths and 
weaknesses of it’s people. 

If a hate crime has been

Up until that point, the 
former Team GB and Earls- 
field ABC representative, 
who fought on the under¬ 
card of Carl Frampton’s 
unified WBA and IBF world 
super-bantamweight title 
victory over Scott Quigg, 
says he was at his very best 



since switching to the paid 
ranks 13 months ago. 

Edwards, who is now un¬ 
beaten in seven pro fights, 
said: “It was great and Wil¬ 
ton was a very tough man. 

“My first three rounds 
was probably the best 
rounds I ever boxed in my 
career. My left hand went so 
I had to kind of play about 
with him and try not letting 
him notice.”

SUTTON & Epsom coach Lee 
Cholewa insists this week¬ 
end’s top of the table clash 
against Guildford will not 
decide the destination of the 
London Division One South 
title. 

Both sides suffered rare de¬ 
feats at the weekend, mean¬ 
ing Sutton go into the game 
at Rugby Lane six points 
clear of their rivals. 

A maximum bonus point 
victory for Sutton could open 
up an 11-point lead with five 
games to go, and it is in those 
five games that Cholewa be¬ 
lieves the title will be won or 
lost. 

“This is the kind of game

Last weekend’s defeat, fea¬ 
turing tries from Dave Cook, 
Andy Matthews, James Cad¬ 
dy, right, and George Lon¬ 
don, plus extras from Frank¬ 
ie Murray, ended Sutton 
17-match unbeaten run. 

While disappointed at the 
end of the winning sequence, 
Cholewa also admitted that it 
served as a reality check. 

He said: “It was an odd one 
because it was rearranged on 
what would have been a free 
weekend, both teams were

missing key players. 

“We started very well and 
after 25 minutes we were 25-3 
up, dominating everything 
and creating lots of oppor¬ 
tunities. They got a try back 
just before half-time, and 
then in the second half we 
just imploded. 

“We made so many errors, 
very unlike us, whether it 
was concentration I don’t 
know but Tottonians took 
their chances, and we could 
not respond. 

“It was a tough day, it was 
a reality check. On their day, 
any team in this league is 
capable of beating anyone 
else - if you switch off, if 
you don’t do the basics, if 
you miss tackles or you don’t 
kick the ball into touch when 


you mean to, you will not win 
games, and that is what hap¬ 
pened. 

“We were fortunate that 
Guildford lost at Havant.”
